Its great- 
est value is that it permits any sort of 
an operation without any danger tp 
the heart of the patient. 

Either locr' or general anaesthesia, 
it is said, may be produced by the 
injection of a twenty per cent, solu- 
tion of the familiar drug into the 
nerve tract governing the sensations 
of the part to be operated upon. “ 

The anaesthetic may have still more 
wonderful . properties. It | may— 
though the institute physicians are 
almost afraid to believe this is true 
—be an anti-toxin for the dread teta- 
nus, or lockjaw. It worked out splen- 
did results in. one case of thia terrible 
disease, and will be tried in others. 

The first test was in the case of a 
man who suffered from necrosis, or 
decaying of the shinbone. Dr, Melt- 
zer used the anaesthetic locally, in- 
jecting a 20 per cent. solution into 
a nerve centre above the afflicted 
point. The decayed bone \was scrap- 
ed away by a su n, while the pa- 
tient looked on, absolutely devoid, of 
pain or inconvenience. 

The second was a case of leg ampu- 
tation. Here it was deemed advis- 
ee to produce general anaesthesia.

This was the centi- 
grade thermometer. Reaumur propos- 
ed another graduation which has been 
accepted by the French, but by far the 
largest part of. the civilized world 
Fabrenheit's seale has been’ accepted 
nnd used, with 32 degrees as freezing, 
55. degrees as temperate, 06 degrees us 
blood heat and 212 degrees as boiling 
point. 

It is true that the zero of Fahren- 


Thett’s scale is a solecisni~since it does 


not mark the extreme to which heat 
can be abstracted. This little blemish, 
however, does not seem to have been 
of any practical consequente. 

Arctic explorera have persisted\in.de- 
sertbing temperatures ‘below the zero 
of Fabrenheit, and scientists have pro- 
duced artificially temperatures far, be- 
low any ever dreamed of by the ther- 
mometer maker of Amsterdam. There 
is doubt as to the year of the death of 
Fahrenheit, but it is generally placed 
in 1740. . 


Sun Power, 

There ts one source to which all 
minds revert when this question ts 
mentioned, a source most promising 
nnd yet one which has so far eluded 
the investigator. The sun on a clear 
day delivérs upon each square yard of 
the eurth's surface’ the equivalent. of 
approximately two horsepower of me- 
thanival energy working continuously, 
If even a fraction of this power could 
be transformed into mechanical or 
tlectrical energy .and stored it would 
fo the world’s work. Hyvrre is power 
flelivered at our very doors without 
tost. How to store the energy > gen- 
trously furnished and keep it on tap 
for future. use is the problem.

Adventures of a Stained Glass Window 

The east window at St. Margaret's, 
Westminster, wandered about for more 
than 200 years before reaching its pres- 
ent position and was the subject of a 
seven years’ lawsuit. Henry VII., for 
whom it was intended, died before the 
window arrived from Dordrecht, and it 
came into the possession first of the 
abbot of Waltham and then of General 
Monk.

400 guineas by the committee charged 
witb the restoration of St. Margaret's 
and placed in position in the church. 
The lawsuit to which we have referred 
was brought by the registrar to the 
dean and chapter on the ground that 
the window contained superstitious im- 
ages, but after seven’ years’ legal wrap- 
gling the church wardens proved vic- 
torious, and the beautiful window was 
suffered to remain undisturbed.—Lon- 
don Quiver.

‘L.would impress upon our house- 
wife’s mind one or “two general 
rules for hash-making before pro- 
ceeding to offer fecipes: | 

1. Avoid incongruous mixtures.

Ham and tongue, chicken’ and 
tongue, chicken and ham, beef and 
potatoes, veal and rice, lamb and 
peas, mutton and tomatoes, accord

and rice, for example. 

2. Make it a point before essay- 
ing a mince to have stock or gravy 
wherewith to. wet it. 

You. cgnhot , make . good hash 
without it or butter rolled in 
browned flour. Chopped cold meat, 
wet up with salted water,. and per- 
haps onion juice, and: piled: loosely 
upon buttered’ toast, is not a dainty 
dish to set before anybody, be he 
peasant instead of king. 

‘Save bones and other scraps for 
gravy-making; and keep a supply 
on hand for the enrichment of left- 
overs. 


Hash Pates. 

Mince cold chicken, or veal or jamb, 
and mix with it a third as much cooked 
ham. or breakfast bacon, chopped fine. 
Add as much: fine crumbs as you have 
ham, Toss and stir until they are thor- 
fughly incorporated. Wet quite soft 
with gravy or geod stock, season with 
paprika and onjon julee to your taste

Make a sauce of weak soup stock, 
heated in a saucepan with a spoontul 
of butter.

‘arge spcenful of ficur and cook for a 
minute, stirring smooth. > Now, season 
with onion juice, salt and pepper, and 
add nearly a cupful of strained tomato 
Pauce, well thickened and seasoned with 
pepper and salt, a little sugar and a 
‘lump of butter. 

Veal needs much “trimming” to make 
it savory. When the contents of the 
saucepan bubble all over, stir in two 
cupfuls of cold veal, chopped rather 
coerse, and a cupful of minced mush- 
rooms. 

As soon as It renews the bubble, take 
from the fire and serve. 


Mounded Mutton and Rice. 
Make just such a mince as T have 
deecribed in the last recipe, but instead 


ef minced 'am> or mutton a eupful of 
eold boiled rice. and a small sweet green 
pepper. scalded and chopned. 

The hash should be stiff enough to 
hold its shane when made jnto a mound 
in the middie of a hot platter, About 
the base of the mound lay fried eggs. 
resting on edge and lying against the 
mince, 

Outeide of the eges arrange thin slices 
of fried badgon, curling and crisp. 


Beet and Potato Hash. 

Mince cold roast. or better still. cold 
corred beef. Mince meat for hashes 
rather thar grind it. The ‘cutter’ takes 
out taste and goodness in reducing the 
meat to powder. 

Have reddy boil'ng in the saucepan a 
good gravy, or soup stock, made richer 
with butter rolled in browned flour. 
Season highly. Mix with the beef one- 
third as much mashed potato, and stir 
both into the boiling gravy. 

Stir until the surface bubbles 
over and dish.
